Covina city voted $70,000 worth of 


sewer bonds on Saturday, December 
31. 1911. 


The city board 
r "vustees has im- 


mediately taken steps to advertise for 
bond bids. 


'Work on the new sewer system will 


begin as soon as all the technical and 
preliminary work has been accom- 
plished. The city officials predict that 
the city will be connected by sewer 
facilities some time in the late sum- 
mer of 1912. 


Tentative plans are in progress for 


the establishment of a cooperative 
laundry, to be put in operation as 
soon as the sewer is ready. 


Owing to the fact that thevsewer 


bonds carried by nearly five to one, 
the city trustees hope to sell the 
bonds at a good figure, as the un- 
doubted enthusiasm of the people for 
progressive improvements will give 
bond buyers complete confidence in 
the future of the city. 


The city trustees have gone on rec- 


ord to begin proceedings to complete- 
ly change the present municipal water 
system; to make this system bettor 
in every respect, ard TO t nfrrcy th'. 
ordinance relating to the maintenance 
of a certain amount of pre-ssme for 
the fire plugs. 


T1I10 WOMEN HELPED. 


The voting of the sower bonds by 


an overwhelming majority is consid- 
ered by every optimistic person inter- 
ested in the city as the turning point 
in the city's progressive future. 
The 


big vote cast by the women, which 
was their first opportunity under the 


improvement which will be the foun- 
dation of success as a city. 


The voting was done in the rooms 


of the city trustees in the Reed build- 
ing. 
The small ballots, containing but 


one question, were easily and quickly 
marked. None of the confusion which 
marks the balloting at a big election 
was noticeable, and the counting was 
soon over after the polls had been de- 
clared closed. The result was highly 
satisfactory to practically everyone in 
the city. 


One feature which made the major- 


ity climb upward was that the non- 
property holders in the city were in 
favor of the bonds, as it had been 
demonstrated to them that it meant 
prosperity for the city, and that a 
large portion of the expense was to 
be borne by property holders who are 
non-residents.

Now that the $70,000 issue of sewer bonds lias carried by a four to 


one majority., we can reach out and get some things we have needed 
and wanted for a long time—a local laundry, to be run on a co- 
operative principle if possible, with the stock owned largely by Covina 
people.

The laying down of Citrus avenue in as-

Cross country highways 
from the hills on the south to the mountains on the north are being 
projected, and they are not mere dreams, but actualities in the mak- 
ing. 
George W. Griffiths, a live man, is at the head of the Chamber of 


Commerce. This man Avill be greatly instrumental in putting through 
practical things that Avill make the valley more prosperous.

_ A correspondent for the Anaconda 
Standard, a name which, in itself is 
suggestive, has written a snake story. 
The article is said to be true as to 
facts, and is printed here at this time 
as an encouragement to all men to 
climb on the water wagon for the re- 
mainder of the glad New Year. The 
newspaperman says: 


A posse for the extermination was 


organized, and at least about 290 rat- 
tlesnakes of all sizes were killed in 
Rattlesnake gulch, near Three Forks 
yesterday. 


The source of the hundreds of rep- 


tiles, from which the gulch takes its 
name, was found in the shape of a 
small cave, discovered by accident by 
Amos Smith yesterday morning. Mr 
Smith notified his friends in Three 
Forks, and nearly a hundred men and 
boys proceeded . to the scene, armed 
with all variety of weapons.

A Woman's Triumph 


In An Orange Grove. 


Under the caption, "A Woman's Tri- 


umph as an Orange Grower," Miss Al- 
bine Power, a young newspaper writ- 
er who a short time ago graduated 
from the Covina high school, has an 
article accepted and printed in the 
big New Year's edition of the Los An- 
geles Times. The article is an inter- 
view in literary style, which the writer 
has had with Miss Sue Seville, known 
to many as a successful orange grow- 
er in the Covina valley. The story 
which Miss Power has told is a credit 
to the writer, to the subject, and of 
considerable value to Covina as a 
community, as this huge edition; of the 
Times will be read by thousands of 
easern people. The article is here pro- 
duced: 


MISS SEVILLE OF COVINA. 


To be an orange grower in Southern 


California, to be the possessor of a 
grove of thriving trees laden <with 
golden fruit, 'tis enough to stir one's 
pride. To have been a city girl, quite 
ignorant of ranches, and ill, and in a 
few years to have become a thorough- 
ly competent orange rancher with per- 
fect strength—that is enough to fill 
one with the joy of living. Such has 
been the experience of Miss Sue Se- 
ville, one of the most successful ranch- 
ers in Covina. 


Six years ago she took possession 


of her ranch, and although it was in 
anything but a promising condition, 
she was delighted with it. The fact 
that it was run-down, and showed lack 
of care, did not damper her enthus- 
iasm. For ten years she had longed to 
possess an orange grove, but had been 
discouraged on every side, and now at 
last she surveyed five acres of full 
grown navels and Valencias that were 
her very own. It mattered not that the 
weeds grew higher than her head 
throughout the orchard, that the build- 
ings looked sadly in 
danger of col- 


lapsing, that the yard was adorned 
with tin cans and other rubbish. Those 
five acres of orange trees were hers, 
and she fel like a millionaire as-she 
Viewed the yellow fruit, which seem- 
ed the veritable apples of Hesperides. 


Having lived in Los Angeles sintfe 


early childhood, Miss Seville knew lit- 
tle of the country, and less about a 
ranch. She cherished those illusions 
so comm u among city folk that a 
ranch is tomething of a fairy garden 
where people are always good, always 
happy, always contented, which illu- 
sions, let me say now, for Miss Seville 
have never been' dispelled. So when 
the doctor declared her in danger of 
losing a lung and banished her to the 
country, she looked upon it as no 
.hardship, but immediately set about 
looking for an orange grove. The-story 
of Covina, the city among the orange 
groves, its beauty, its 
climate, 
its 


wealth, had reached h'er" ears, and she 
considered herself fortunate when she 
secured a grove of bearing trees there. 


IN KHAKI AND BUCKSKIN. 


Absolutely ignorant of ranching as 


she was, she set about it with deter- 
mination to not only make a success 
pf her ranch, but to regain her health. 
Clad in khaki and buckskin boots, she 
at once laid siege to the weeds. Side 
by side, she and her 
white-haired 


mother hoed, day after day, despite 
lame backs and sore muscles, until 
the last weed had fallen. The yard 
was cleared of its inartistic adorn- 
ments, and a lawn and flowers soon 
made the place more homelike. With 
'her own hands Miss Seville .tore down 
the useless buildings and in time new 
ones took their places. 


In the meantime she was gather- 


ing information as to how an orange 
ranch should be cared for. Every 
rancher who went by, she hailed and 
.questioned as to the methods he pur- 
v*ued. She collected all the reading 
spatter she could find on the subject, 
and studied it. Soon she was able to 
draw her own conclusions as to how 
scientific ranching should be carried 
on. The property cost her $7500, which 
was at that time a high price. The 
first year 700 boxes of fruit were yield- 
ed, bringing about $1000. Now it is 
.valued at $14,000, while last year's 
crop was 2400 boxes, the reurns from 
which amounted to over $2000 net 
Successful? Well, rather! The Seville 
ranch is a constant wonder to cer- 
tain , old-time ranchers who secretly 
laughed up their sleeves when a 
"green" city girl asked them questions 
innumerable, far reaching and oft- 
times amusing, as-to how they ran 
their ranches. Latt year it was de- 
clared by the orange pickers to be 
the finest grove in Covina, so it is 
no wonder that Miss Seville's eyes 
light with pride as she speaks of her 
ranch. 


CARE IN SELECTION. 


How did she do it? The same prin- 


ciples of success hold good in this1 
business an in any other—concentra- 
tion, interest, ^tick-to-itiveness. Un- 
less you have these. It is useless to 
try to ranch, and these does Miss Se- 
ville possess. Care in the selection of 
a location is the next big thing. To 
think that oranges will grow anywhere 
in Southern California is folly, but 
there are many sections that are a- 
adapted to orange growing, and these 
must be sought. There is in the cen- 
ter of the Covina orange district a 
mile or more of rarely equaled orange 
soil, and it is in this section that Miss 
Seville's five acres are located. This, 
too, 
is in the frostless belt, so the 


fears of frosted fruit are unknown to 
her. 
These conditions being ideal, 


there are three other essentials—care- 
ful management, an abundance of wa- 
ter, cultivation, etc., and work, hard, 
unceasing work. 


It is r.ot any 'one thing in the care 


of the ranch that makes for success. 
Plenty 
of water, deep cultivation, 


careful pruning, heavy fertilization, 
thorough fumigation, are all equally 
essential.. As soon as the crop was 
gathered, Miss Neville began the rou- 
tine. Every n;;iiit.h, during the sum- 
mer and fall, the grr-and was thorough- 
tl soaked. After Unit 'lie cultivator 
shares were set deep into the rich, 
brown soil. As IH tho case when *he 
surface cultivation alone has been car- 
ried on, the roots worn too near the 
surface, and many wore broken the 
first few timea It was cultivated, but 


it was not long until they sought the 
deeper soil. 


The trees were full of dead wood, 


and suckers. Appearances pointed to 
the fact that they had never been 
pruned. They were carefully pruned, 
and began to take on new life almost 
at once. Early in the spring the trees 
were fertilized. Commercial fertilizer 
was used, twenty pounds to the tree. 
In the fall it was necessary again, us- 
ing sixteen pounds of bone to four of 
potash. Besides, a cover crop was put 
'on early in the fall. Fumigation was 
of course, necessary, A year of this 
kind of care doubled the crop. Instead 
of 700 boxes, 1600 boxes were picked, 
a very appreciable and encouraging 
difference. 


QUICK RESPONSE. 


Miss Seville says that one thing 


which makes orange growing so in- 
teresting and satisfying is that a grove 
responds so readily to proper care. 
Her grove has .come up steadily from 
the first, and she has been most for- 
tunate in having no setback of an'y 
kind. Having evidently discovered the 
correct method, she has followed the 
same program each succeeding year, 
with but little change. One year sheep 
fertilizer with ten pounds of commer- 
cial to the tree was used, and while 
successful, the commercial is even 
more so. Miss Seville has never had 
her soil analyzed, for, since the fer- 
tilizer she used brought forth such 
splendid results, it evidently contains 
the ingredients the soil needs. Vari- 
ous cover crops have been tried, vetch 
and rye being the best. One year fum- 
igation was neglected, and, as a re- 
sult, the fruit was smutty, the only 
year that such has been the case. But, 
in general, the' same methods have 
been pursued yearly, until now the 
grove yields 2400 boxes, bringing in 
an average yearly income of $2000, 
and in a year or two $3000 will be 
realized. 


The expenses of this ranch average 


$6QO annually. 
The fertilizer costs 


$300, water will average $50, team 
work $100, fumigation $100, and $50 
for other expenses which may occur. 


HOE IN HAND. 


Miss Seville has not been content 


to ranch with her brains only, but has 
gone into it enthusiastically with her 
hands as well. Hoeing weeds was her 
first lesson in ranch work, and, noth- 
ing daunted by the difficulty of that 
task, she went on irrigating. She has 
irrigated all alone for five days and 
five nights in succession. That is us- 
ually considered an impossible feat 
for a woman to perform, but do it 
Miss Seville was determined to do; 
and do it she did. She learned to 
prune, and by the time the dead wood 
and suckers had disappeared from the 
last' tree, she could handle the shears 
and saw with as much ease as a man. 
When the oranges hung, golden and 
ripe -in the dark green trees, it was 
her delight to take her place among1 
the pickers. Fences went up under 
her hand; she even dug post holes. 
Chicken coops and the barn bespeak 
of her workmanship. In fact there 
is nothing she hasn't done about the 
ranch but ride the cultivator. 


Gardening has found a place in Miss 


Seville's time. A ranch'did not seem 
complete without vegetables and de- 
ciduous fruits and while they do not 
necessarily go with orange ranching, 
they are a very valuable adjunct. This 
has met with success equal to that of 
the oranges, and a great quantity of 
vegetables and fruits have been sold 
and given away each year. There are 
many who consider that they have no 
time to be dabbling with such things 
when so busily occupied with the or- 
anges, but Miss Seville has proven 
that it is quite possible to succeed 
at both. .Chicken raising was tried on 
rather large scale, but she soon found 
that was enough to occupy all of one's 
time in itself, so all but a dozen hens 
were sold. ^ 


''Tis not only by dollars and cents 


that Miss Seville measures her suc- 
cess in the orange business. The suc- 
cessful man or successful woman is 
apt to forget the higher, more ideal 
things which make for true success, 
and become so intoxicated in material 
gain that they lose sight of the full 
measure of their gain, thus realizing 
the,.benefit of only a small part of it. 
Not so with Miss Seville. She has 
made a success of orange growing, 
and to her that has meant a success 
of life. She has found in ranch life 
the real life, the true life. There in 
the orange gr-ove, 'neath the blue hea- 
vens, she has discovered the secret of 
content, of happiness, of health. Her 
city friends can't understand her com- 
plete content, and are even inclined 
to pity her because she has had td 
live on a ranch. 


WATCHING THEM GROW. 


"Don't you get lonesome?" they ask. 
"Lonesome?" she answers in sur- 


prise. "How could one get lonesome 
on a ranch? I have mother with me, i 
and my pony, and dog, and cat, and 
there is always something to do, al- 
ways something to think about, and 
it is so interesting to watch all the' 
growing things. Why, those trees are 
my friends, my companions, I am fam- 
iliar with each individual tree, and 
know their characteristics as well as 
you do those of your friends, and how 
could I have time to get lonesome 
when I have to watch and care for 
them all? They are my family, r,nd . 
are dependent upon me. Then when 
my day's work is done, there is always 
plenty to read, or in the summer, 
when the- air is sweet with the breath 
of the orange blossoms, and the moon 
shines so serenely down upon tlie val- 
ley, it is wonderful to sit out with my 
trees in the great silence of night, 
with the dark mountains standing sen- 
tinel like, guarding my new-found par- 
adise. Or at other times, 1 am too 
sleepy, and have to seek my cot at 
once. 1 .sleep out of doors the year 
around, and I love to lie half-dream- 
ing, half-awake, 'neath tho dark, star- 
studded heavens. I have found the 
ideal, and what more could I want?" 


"But 
the city life, society, clubs, 


theater, don't you miss all that?" 


"Miss that? Bless me, no! Why, 1 


have graduated from all that! Those 


things are mere imitations. Here I 
have real life, and it is far more inter- 
esting. This five acres is my stage, 
and here the most interesting of dra- 
mas are always being enacted. Some- 
times it is a tragedy, and my heart 
aches. More often it is a comedy, and 
I am happy. Anyway, it is real life, 
and it is I who can make it tragic or 
not. 
I am stage manager, and leading 


actor as well. There is no place like 
the ranch to learn the real lessons of 
life. Near to the heart of nature! Let 
your heart be near that great sympa- 
thetic one, and it will abound and 
throb with it, and you will'grow bigger 
and better. 


"Quiet? It may seem so to some, but 


there are a thousand live things speak- 
ing to me. There are the birds. In the 
morning they awaken me with their 
merry chatter and song in the pepper 
tree, outside my window. Then when 
I go out, there are the flowers, and 
grasses, and trees welcoming me. 
Theirs is the language that speaks to 
the heart. They breathe their sincer- 
ity, their purity, and you feel inspired. 
In the morning when I start out with 
my hoe .or shovel, I have to stop and 
look on in awe, and admiration, oft- 
times. To me there is nothing more 
beautiful than the dew sparkling on 
the dark trees in the early morning 
sun, 
the grass twinkling about my 


feet; the flowers fresh, and sweet, the 
'cobwebs hung from tree to tree 
gleaming. 


REGAINED HEALTH. 


''Then, too, to the ranch I owe my 


health, my life, in fact When I left 
the city six years ago, I had started 
down the road many another has. 
Never strong, tuberculosis had clutch- 
ed me with its awful fingers, and was 
drawing me steadily to an early grave, 
but thanks to pure country air, pure 
country water, this wonderful climate 
and hard work, I have now perfect 
strength, physically and mentally. I 
haven't grown stout, but I have mus- 
cles of iron. Every thirty days, before 
coming here, I had an attack of ton- 
silitis. The first year on the ranch I 
had two, and none since. Mother, too, 
is stronger than ever before. She came 
to California years ago for her health, 
and never succeeded in regaining it 
until now. 


"I wish everyone could live on a 


ranch. I wish these young people, 
those boys and girls who lived cooped 
up in city offices, could be persuaded 
to come to the country, and learn the 
joys of country life, of hard manual 
labor. To me it is -the long sought 
panacea. I love it. There is no place 
so free, so independent, so complete. 
No. the city, society, the theater, and 
even the ballot, tempt me not!" 


To talk to Miss Beville is to come 


away a ranch enthusiast yourself. It 
is generally thought that a woman 
cannot be as successful at this busi- 
ness as a man, if for no other reason, 
because she can't do her own work, 
but Miss Beville says there is no work 
on a ranch that a woman cannot do, 
with the possible exception of plow- 
ing. She is anxious to see' more wo- 
men go into it. To start a co-operative 
ranch, owned and worked by women 
alone, is a pet scheme of hers. She 
would choose those girls in the cities 
who merely exist, not live, and, with 
the farm to help her, make real wo- 
men, 
strong mentally, physically, mor- 
ally, of them. 


Miss Beville plans to dispose of her 


five acres and start another grove 
from the seed. She had' hoped to do 
this two years ago, but was unable to 
obtain the seed. Having managed five 
acres so successfully, she feels confi- 
dent that she can do bigger things and 
with the aid of the experience she has 
had, 
be even more successful. 
BUT STILL A WOMAN. 


Do not fancy for a moment that be- 


cause Miss Beville is a rancher, she 
has lost any of her feminine charm. 
She has acquired none of those mas- 
culine mannerisms, as women are so 
apt to do when doing -a man's work, 
nor lost her feminine love of home and 
homemaking. She still takes a great 
deal of satisfaction in cooking a good 
meal. She is not so busily occupied 
with her outdoor heavy work but that 
many a piece of dainty needlework is 
done. She clings to that good old- 
fashioned belief that a woman's place 
is in the home. 


She is a slight woman, blue-eyed, 


brown-haired, 
small, 
refined, \ even 


dainty; although her eve"ry act be- 
speaks of strength and determination. 
Kindly and sympathetic, decision is 
written in every line of her face. The 
only thing which tells of ranch life is 
her complexion, for she has no pa- 
tience with 'bonnets and gloves. She 
may start out with them, but it is not 
long until the bonnet is hanging on a 
tree, and the gloves lying on the 
fround. 


"I am brown, but I don't care!" she 
declares: 


She is a woman unique, and indi- 


vidual, a woman who among women 
would be noticed. Always of marked 
individuality, the free, independent, 
self-reliant life she has led for the past 
six years has developed it to a still 
greater extent. A certain jaunty air, 
the erect carriage of her head, declare 
her a true western woman. 


Artist, poet, rancher, a splendid type 


of successful American womanhood.

When Billy Evans Braved the On- 


slaught of a Chicago Mob and Won 
Out—A Notable Decision by O'Day. 
An Umpire Who Saved Baseball. 


"Umpires are brave men—at least the 


great majority of them. 
One of the 


bravest things I ever saw was the act 
of Billy Evans on the old White Sox 
grounds in Chicago." writes Hugh Ful- 
lerton in the American Magazine. "On 
that park there was a tier of seats 
known as the 'stockyards,' In which 
gathered one of the most dangerous 
crowds (for umpires) in the country. 
They were regulars who occupied the 
same seats almost every day and who 
fought for them. The seats, of course, 
were not reserved, but hundreds claim- 
ed a title to certain places. They paid 
their quarters, and if any one was in 
the place and refused to move he was 
tossed out and thrown over the heads 
of the crowd to the bottom. 
That 


crowd started after Evans, who had 
given a close decision at third base 
against Chicago. Evans walked over 
on to foul ground back of first base, 
and a shower of bottles fell around 
him. It looked as if a hundred men 
were throwing bottles nt the umpire. 
One bottle touched his cap, several 
bounded and struck him, one hit him 
on the arm. During this bombardment 
Evans did not turn his head. He stood 
watching the batter. For at least three 
minutes the bottles whistled around 
his head. 
The people in the grand 


stand shouted for him to' run, fearing 
he would be killed. The players beg- 
ged him to move into the diamond 
out of range. He stood still with back 
to his foes until the batter made a 
base hit, then trotted down near sec- 
ond base to watch for a play there.
